ALLIED ARTILLERY

Berlin, February 4.—(Via London.) 
Continued and increasing activity by 
the allied artillery along the Franco- 
Belgian front is reported in today’s 
“statement by German army headquar- 
ters.

FOLLOW THE REAL LEADER. 
President Wilson, upon his western trip 
just completed, struck a popular chord that 
has resounded from one end of the country 
to the other. Behind him, wherever he went, 
there remained unquestioned evidence that 
the people are with him in the program he 
has mapped out. He has hit a keynote, and 
Americans, regardless of their antecedents, 
are everywhere cordial and enthusiastic in 
their approval of his plans for the national 
defense. | 
‘ In his speeches the president was both 
logical and convincing, and his handling of 
the subject has demonstrated qualities of 
leadership even beyond those heretofore 
attributed to him. ; 


President Wilson's trip and the senti- 


ment it developed has made it more than 
ever the plain and imperative duty of a 
democratic congress to stand with and sup- 
port him in the program he has made and 
the platform he has built for national prog- 
ress and national solidarity. 

In the president himself and the policies 
he proposes and advocates is the best hope 
of democratic victory in November. If the 
democratic congress stands shoulder to 
shoulder with him now, it will pave the way 
for that victory. If it does not, if it permits 
division and dissension to enter democratic 
ranks, then defeat is certain and the respon- 
sibility for it must rest upon those leaders 
responsible for it. 

-It would make little difference if defeat 
brought personal punishment only; the un- 
fortunate feature of it is it would mean the 
downfall of the national party. Congres- 
sional leaders owe an imperative party duty, 
and they cannot better fulfill it now than by 
placing themselves in complete accord with 
the president and his policies, thereby pre- 
serving party harmony and party unity in 
which alone is hope of victory this year. 

Already ominous party danger is threat- 
ened in the division now threatened. It is 
not yet beyond repair, but it will be unless 
democratic house leaders put party success 
before petty differences. The New York 

Sun, pointing out certain phases of these 


differences, says: 


Upon several occasions in the sixty- 
third congress the then democratic 
leader in the. house yielded his own 
opinion on legislative matters to the 
wishes of the president. In the sixty- 
fourth congress the ore is to be 
harder for Mr. Wilson. As to the ship 
purchase bill Kitchin, the speaker, and 
Fitsgerald hold opinions contrary to that 
of the president. None will yield and all 
will fight. Under such conditions the 
reduced democratic house majority as- 
sumes significance ominous for the white 
house. 


These evidences of division loom dark 
upon the horizon. Shall the breach be 
healed now, or shall it be permitted to 
widen? These differences should be recon- 
celled speedily and effectively. If they are 
not a democratic congress and its leaders 
must bear the brunt of their own overthrow, 
as well as the downfall of the party.

GO SLOW, MR. GREGORY. 

The Georgia delegation in congress has 
taken a proper stand in its unanimous pro- 
test directed to the department of justice 
against the dangerous principle of remov- 
ing a citizen of this state to another juris- 
diction for purposes of trial for an alleged 
offense against the laws of the United 
States. : : 

It is but a short step from this proceed- 
ing to interference, under some constitu- 
tional pretext, with the laws of the states 
themselves; and subversion of the rights 
of one state, in the administration of its 
laws, is but the opening wedge to similar 
subversion in the case of all. 

Regardless ‘of any man’s personal opin- 
ion of Mr. Watson or of his actions—and 
no one condemns some of them more than 
The Constitution—every Georgian should 
protest vigorously against the proposal to 
remove him to another state for trial in 
the United States court on any charges 
whatsoever, so long as the alleged offense 
was committed within the territorial: limits 
of this state. : 

Personally, no one man enters into this 
matter, but the state and its sovereignty 
do. It is upon that theory that the Geor- 
gia delegation has unitedly urged the de- 
partment of justice not to proceed in this 
questionable purpose. There has been no 
attempt made by the delegation to defend 
Mr. Watson, no effort to stop the trial, and, 
even no effort to interfere in the depart- 
ment's plan except to the’ extent that if 
such trial is held it shall be conducted by 
courts in Georgia.

‘SOUTHERN BELL’S WAY. 


In inaugurating its new plan of a two num- 
ber long distance service between Atlanta 
and nearby points, in which the charge to 
the patron will be materially lessened, the 
Southern Bell Telephone company has given 
renewed evidence of its purpose to assist 
the public wherever possible and to render 
service at a minimum cost. 

Under this plan the company proposes 
to secure for a patron the number or station 
desired in the town listed, but not the in- 
dividual, for a fee that is anywhere from 25 
to 50 per cent under the present charge. 
The same charges as have heretofore pre- 
vailed will be retained in case the patron 
desires a particular individual; but where 
the station alone. will suffice, the service 
will be rendered at the lower rate. 

The company has secured authorization 
from the railroad commission to install this 
service out of Atlanta, at the rates indi- 
cated, for a test period of one year: and will 


inaugurate similar experimental service out 


of Macon, Augusta, Savannah and Columbus, 
with a view to making it permanent, if it is 
proven that it fills a want and becomes a 
success. 

There is perhaps no corporation that 
deals with the public whose officials devote 
more care or attention to the study of the 
cost of doing business with a view to mak- 
ing rates charged accord with that cost and 
a legitimate profit to which the investment 
is entitled. There is evidence, too, of public 
appreciation of this effort. 

In this instance there will be general 
commendation and approval of the effort to 
reduce the cost of service without impair- 
ment of it. It is now frequently the case, 
under present charges, that the customer 
calls for the number or station simply and 
not a particular individual. In these in- 
stances it means a material saving and one 
which unquestionably will be widely appre- 
ciated.

The first section of this 
rule places an entirely different inter- 
pretation on the second section. It says: 
“When a batted ball passes outside 
the grounds or into a stand the um- 
pire shall decide it fair or foul ac- 
cording to where it disappears from 
the umpire’s view. That is a rule that 
is not relished by ‘players. They insist, 
and with much logic, that any gee 
who has the power to bat a ball over 
the fence, and that the ball was fair 
when it passed out of playing terri- 
tory, should be entitled to a home run, 
regardless of what happened to the 
ball after it left the inclosure. 
Several years ago, when the Wash- 
ington club was pushing the Athletics 
hard for the American league honors, 
such a play came up in a series at 
Washington.
